look it over, for they are keenly interested in advertising 
lint they 


\\ill not read it as carefully as they would a notice in large type.Too 
mun\ details confuse the 
attention. 


A great many firms in advertising a mark-dowu sale will specify 


a larne number of items in every department in the 
ston . itemizing 


each urade of noods, and showing how much the cut is in each item. 
That takes a lot of space. 
Usually it becomes 
necessar\ to put it in 


small type. 
It would seem better to name specifically imh a few of 


the items. A line or two of space should be 
used in gUnig 
a little 


terse information about the goods, putting the whole 
t h i n g in large 


type that is more attractive and restful to the eye. 


This is no plea to the merchant to increase the amount of news- 


paper space that he is using. It is a pica, after a merchant has decided 
what space lie can afford, to handle it in such a way as to attract and 
please the reader's eye. 
The caption placed over an advertisement is exceeding important. 


Some merchants head it simply with the name of 
their 
urni in big 


black type. That stirs no particular interest. The reader is not inter- 
ested iii the success of a particular store. 
He wants to know how he 


i an benefit himself. 
If he is in a hurry he can only 
re:ul 
the head- 


lines of an advertisement. 
L'nless the headline suggests to him that 


it will be for his interest to read farther, he 
might 
skip 
the whole 


thins;. 


A more effective method is to give an 
advcrtisemeif a heading 


ji^t as it it was a news story—as every advertisement s'li-uld he. The 
advertiser should pick out the big central feature of his taei-sage and 
put that in black tjpe. 
The name of the store can be put in large type 


at the bottom or otherwise featured.

formation that it had come "From a

The undertaker employed by Mrs. 


Becker said the pallbearers had be.cn 
selected this morning, but he was un- 
der instructions not to divulge their 
names. 


Before the body was taken to the 


hnrch, friends of the former police 
lieutenant gathered at the house to 
view the body. Police reserves form- 
ed them into a line that stretched for 
half a mile. 
Those 
who saw the 


casket noticed that it bore a new 
plate 
reading: 
"Charles Becker, 


Died July 80, 1913." 


A plate removed by the police yes- 


terday bore the allegation that Beck- 
er was "murdered by Governor Whit- 
man." 


In the crowd that passed in and 


out of the Becker house were police- 
men of all ranks.

VOTING TODAY ON 


STRIKE QUESTION

York. Aug. 2.—The climax of 


the deadlock between 60,000 worker 
on woman's garments and the manu- 
facturers, was near today with final 
balloting on the question of delegat- 
ing to labor leaders the power to call 
a general strike tomorrow if expedi- 
ent. 
Twenty thousand workers, it 


was estimated, were voting today, the 
other 40,000 having cast their bal- 
lots yesterday and Saturday. 


Most of the workers are women 


and girls. 


Negotiations between workers and 


manufacturers have dragged on for 
more than three weeks, the medium 
of adjustment being Mayor Mitchell' 
council of conciliation. A week 
ago 


a settlement appeared to be in sight. 
Then manufacturers took exception 
to a published statement attributed 
to labor leaders, saying the workers 
had \\on a victory on the question of 
an employe's right to discharge a 
workman and another crisis was pre- 
cipiated. 


Dr. Felix Adler, chairman of tho 


council, called a. meeting of his asso- 
ciates for today to find a way out oi 
the difficulty, if possible. The origi- 
nal demands of the workers were 
chiefly for a restoration of a previ- 
ous, wage scale and sanitary condi- 
tions in the shops. 


It was said that the votes of the 


workers would be counted 
late to- 


night. 
The result probably will not 


be known until tomorrow.

that the principles of science rule 
everywhere nnd that the problems OL 
peisonal and national life are not 
solved so long as any important for- 
ces arc ignored. The need is espec- 
ially great in our country, where iso- 
lation from other countries and the 
existence ot immense 
natural 
re- 


sourcs have let v.s seem to have kept 
up with 
international 
progress in 


spite of our wasteful and inefficient 
methods. 
It were well to recognize 


that entry upon world affairs, which 
we cannot long 
avoid, 
will 
reveal 


costly weaknesses. 


"Tho 
appeal 
of 
science for the 


adoption of scientific methods in the 
daily life of the people, in the gov- 
ernments of communities, state and 
nation, in the settling of internation- 
al questions, is not. an appeal for ef- 
ficiency at all costs. The man who 
worships scientific efficiency, or the 
man who pushes his religion too far, 
may acquire a harsh and selfish view 
of life; pity and charity may drop 
out of his vocabulary.
